Meieorics chief Dr La Faz was 
rcsDOnsible for outlining the "nine 
scientiiic reasons'" about disprovintt 
meteorites in a five-page memo to 
•0 conierences ! the FBI. 


on May 25, 1950. Ll Col Doyle 
Roes 01 the OSI’s New Mexico 
district Ollicc wrote: "In a meeting 
with other military and government 
intelligence and mvcsligalive agencies 
in December I94S. u was determined 
that the trcquency oi unexplained 
jcnil phenomena in New Mexico was 
such that an organised plan of 
reporting these observations should 
be undertaken.

On August 13, 1950, FBI assisiani 
director Mickev Laud received a 
memo which stated the OSl was 
still expressing concern in connection 
"iih •the cominueo anoearance ol 
unexplained phenomena jcscnbcd as 
green lircballs. uiscs anu meteors 
in the vicinitv oi sensmve insiaUauons 
in New Mexico,..

Ladd wrote a memo to J Edgar 
Hoover on October v in response 
to that memo regarding Project

The memo read: "You will recall 
the invEstigauon to obtain iniotTnauon 
concerning these aerial pnenomena 
IS the lunsdiclion of the Department 
01 ihe Air Force. Thc\ are aware ol

TV FBI's own 
meteor expert Dr La Paz was 
adamant that the lircballs ueren i 
natural nnenomena - m inc mans 
official Proieei Twinkle dcciassilled 
documcnis. none give anv grounds 
for believing lhai thc hfeballs 
unpnaied within a uomesuc miiiiars 
proieci. 

Dr La l*az did oiler ihc iheorv 
that Ihe fireballs were Russians 
practising unarmed missiles which - 
if successful - would then be fitted 
with atomic warheads. 

Vet Redlern asserts that if the 
USSR had the capabiliiv lo launch 
dozens of lully-pnmed aioiiuc missiles 
al (he USA at speeds of IT.OUUmph 
- and those same obiecis nad the 
abiJitv to remain unseen until thev 
were liicrallv over ineir largets - 
then (he Cold War woula quickiv 
have become much holler' 

The imolications of such a vehicle 
CTashins in enemv lemtorv would be 
incalculable. So if the lircballs were 


neither natural phenomena nor 
.Amencan or Soviet in origin then 
what possibilities remain.’ 

Dr La I’az's comments in his five- 
page memo lo the FBI that the 
fireball siehiings droppeu at the 
same lime as living saucer sishlmgs 
rose leads Redlern to conclude that 
the pnenomena ate linked. This is 
Hacked os a oeciassilied L'S.AF 
oocumem of October 38. 1947 that 
"It s the consioetcd opinion oi some 
elements ol the USAF that living 
saucers reoresent intcrptanciarv crait 
of some kind." 

Bv 1951 H «as recommended ihai 
Project Twiiildc be iksbanded beciuse 
"the gist of the findings are essenualK 
negative'. 

Yet. as Dr La Paz recognised, 
manv ol the reports simply didn't lit 
in with accepted meteor thcorv 

•Also - as air force signiines in 
August and Semember l9S0show - 
Ihc USAF continued to believe the 
fireball phenomenon existed.

THEBE IS ••competling physical 
evidence" tbai sighungs of 
Unidencified Flying Objects 
tUFOs) have some oasis in re¬ 
ality, an indeoenOeni group of 
scientists nas concluded - 
though they reckon alien soace- 
craft are probaniy not mvolved. 

The linding was welcomed 
by UFO groups, oesmie the 
scepucal tone of the scienusts. 
wno hmted that natural pne- 
nomena are probaoly at the root 
of many repons. 

The faa that a numoer of 
scientists nom dinereni coun- 
oies and credible bacxgrounds 
have oeen prepared to look se- 
nousty at the data is amazing 
It wouldn't have happened 10 
vears ago." said Granam Bird- 
sail. editor of LIFO magazine, a 
Bndsh publicaDon with a world¬ 
wide circuiaaon ot 140.000.

study.

But Peter Smrrock, '.he 
panel’s director, said: “If there 
IS an mteresi ui trymg to get se¬ 
rious answers to the UFO oroo- 
iem.

Phenomena such as 'bail 
jEnoune' are peueved bv many 
scienusts to oe at the nean ot 
many of the more credible 
siehunes of UFOs. More re¬ 
cently. neuroscientists nave 
found a means oi recreating the 
sensauons acsen'oed by peopic 
claiming to nave oeen aoduct- 
ed by aliens - such as a mem¬ 
ory ot grey visitors ana a leeung 
of paralysis on waiong uo. 

But the saenosis addea that 
some of the pnvsicai evidence 
remained unekoiained ana re- 
scareners might learn some¬ 
thing new m evaluaung 
purported UFO sightings.
